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WHY ATTRACTIVE DISPLAYS INCREASE 
UES. 

Gc HAVE seen a man before, but I cannot 
remember his name.’ How often have you 
heard that expression or used it yourself? Or 

how many times have you considered a thing all 
right until you saw it in black on white? A great 
many times, no doubt. Which only goes to prove 
that the impressions received through the eye are 
deeper and more lasting than those received through 
the other senses. Many business men long ago 
learned this fact and have made use of it, and have 
made their bids for business through the eyes of 
the public. Their windows, their stores, display 
rooms, and their own personal appearance and that 
of their employes is designed to attract and hold the 
attention of customers, and they have found that it 
pays and pays well. The same thing applies to 
advertising, which is designed to attract and hold 
attention to the firm name and the goods it handles 
and the service it gives. 

There is still a number of men in the plumbing 
and heating business who do not believe that an 
attractive show window or showroom is a good in- 
vestment or that advertising really increases busi- 
ness. They argue that this is not like any other 
business, that people only buy plumbing and heating 
goods or service when they have to, and that in 
such cases they go to someone they know or let it 
out to bidders. They do not seem to realize that 
in tens of thousands of homes every year, and in 
most cases a great many times a year, the question 
is decided as to whether another bathroom outfit is 
to be added, old antiquated fixtures replaced, the 
old heating system replaced, or other changes along 
this line made, or whether the money is to be in- 
vested in a new automobile, phonograph, or in any 
one of a thousand other things. As they read the 
papers each day, they find continually before their 
eyes pictures of automobiles together with well- 
written arguments as to why they should invest in 
them. Day in and day out they pass show windows 
and showrooms so arranged as to make the greatest 
appeal to the eye. In this way automobiles, phono- 
graphs, pianos, beautiful rugs, and a great many 
other things that mean a big investment are kept 
continually in their minds. They may see occasionally 
an interesting advertisement by a plumbing and 
heating contractor, and once in a while pass a good 
display of plumbing and heating equipment, but this 
is so seldom that their appeal is lost most of the 
time in the preponderence of appeals to invest in 
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The result is that in the vast 
cases they finally 
investment in plumbing and heating work and use 
the money for those things that have been more 
attractively presented to them. 

Another thing that good displays do is to increase 
business by influencing the person who had intended 
to buy the cheapest fixtures and equipment he could 
get to purchase a better grade of goods. This result 
is most likely to be accomplished if the whole place 
of business, the attractiveness of the displays, the ap- 
pearance of all who deal with the customer, and the 
general atmosphere of the place is such as to make 
forceful appeal and to inspire confidence. And 
where the customer is made to feel that he is in a 
modern place of business dealing with high grade 
business-like man, the matter of price becomes a 
much less significant item, for the buyer is more 
likely to feel that he is getting his money's worth. 
Taken all in all the most effective appeal can be 
made through the eyes of your customer. Be sure 
that it is a favorable one, for it is certain to remain 
in the memory of the customer for a long time. 
Money spent for such a purpose is money well 
vested whether it be for show windows, showrooms, 
advertising, or the general attractiveness of your 
establishment.
